him tho proud satisfaction that, as the 
holder of an annual pass, he was deemed 
a necessary adjunct to the railroad cor- 
poration. Even the coroner and the 
deputy coroner will miss the presence of 
the talismanic pasteboard that carries 
them along the steel-bonnd highway, which 
has caused the death of a number of 
persons, and thereby put money in their 
purses.

TENSIONEKS.— 


CommHsioner of Pensions Dudley has 
issued the following important circular: 
"The following regulations are prescribed 
for the purpose of carrying into effect, as 
speedily aa possible, the provisions of the 
act of ( ongrese, approved March 3d, 1883, 
increasing to $30 per month the pensions 
of thote who have lost a leg at or above 
the knee, or an arm at or above the el- 
bow ; and of those who have been so disa- 
bled ai to be incapacitated for performing 
any manual labor, but not so much us to 
require personal aid and attendance, who 
are now receiving a pension at the rate of 
$24 pc r month; and to $24 per month 
the pensions of those who have lost one 
band, or one foot, or been totally or per- 
manently disabled in the same, otherwise 
disabled so as to render their incapacity 
to perform manual labor equivalent to the 
loss of a hand or a foot, and now receiving 
$18 per month. Inasmuch as the said 
act ha1 immediate effect upon such ad- 
mitted cases as have been adjudicated at 
the rates of $24 and $18 per month, 
respectively, no formal applications by 
the beneficiary is necessary to be made, 
other than to forward to the commissioner 
of pensions the pension certificate, accom- 
panied by a letter, stating, in the hand- 
writing of the pensioner, his at present 
post oflice address. 
As soon as possible 


after the receipt of the pension certificate 
aforesaid, tho commissioner will reissue 
to him a new certificate for the new rate, 


pension to inscribe the name of such pen 
sioner on the roll at the increased rate, 
and to make to the pensioner the proper 
payment. In the case of amputation, the 
certificate will be reissued without any 
further medical examination.

were made known the bill became a law. 
The headlong aud reckless celerity of 
this action is almost without a precedent 
in the history of British Legislation. No 
more striking proof of terror could be 
furnished if n new Spanish Armada had 
been signalled in the Channel, or if a new 
French army of invasion had been assem- 
bled at Boulogne 


There was much in this bill to provoke 


criticisms and to call for dispassionate 
discussion, yet such was the pressure of 
public opinion that no attempt seems to 
have been made to point out the danger- 
ous infiingment of the traditional liber- 
tics of Englishmen involved in some of 
its provisions. The Conservatives sup- 
ported the Ministerial project quite as 
eagerly* and blindly as did Liberals, and 
notoneof the Parnellite members ventur- 
ed to raise his voiceagainst the astonishing 
powers of inquisition and repression ves- 
ted in the Government by the new meas- 
ure.

sons guilty of causing an explosion by 
which life and property are merely im- 
perilled may be imprisioned for life. 
Again, a wholly abortive attempt to cause 
an explosion, or- the keeping of explosives 
with criminal intent, may subject the 
offender to twenty years' imprisonment. 
But the clause which clothes the Govern- 
ment with the most questionable and 
arbitrary powers is that which makes the 
simplekeepingof explosives "under suspi- 
cious circumstances" punishable with im- 
prisionment for the term of fourteen years. 
Here, it will be noticed, the prosecution 
is not bound to establish criminal intent, 
but only to show ground for suspicion, 
which in the opinion of a jury of English- 
men infected with the universal panic 
would justify arrest and incarceration.

The dangerous consequences to be ap- 


prehended from a law authorietng con- 
demnation to imprisonment upon mere 
suspicion will be aggravated by a clause 
conterring upon the police authorities the 
most extensive powers of search, and em- 
powering the master of any vessel to 
break open any packages to look for ex- 
plosives. It is further to be noted that 
the act applies not only to explosives, but 
to all materials for making them (however 
inoffensive in themselves), and to any 
machine or part thereof connected with 
them. The practical result of such pro- 
visions is that any malicious scoundrel 
could, by sending a package of saltpetre 
to a perfectly innocent man residing in 
London, expose him to a grave risk of 
arrest and long incarceration, especially 
if the recipient of the package happened 
to be of Irish birth. 


We may say, in brief, of the Explosives 


act that it endows the British Govern- 
ment with powers well nigb as sinister 
and unlimited as those which were once 
exercised by the Spanish Inquisition, or 
those which are now wielded by the offi- 
cers of the notorious Third Section in St. 
Petersburg. It only needed a retroactive 
clause to make this law an engine of 
persecution as intolerable as any ever 
sanctioned under an autocratic 
govern- 


ment. Nor can we better indicate the 
extent to which fear has paralyzed the 
normal principles of English thought and 
action than by calling attention to the 
fact that even the expediency of retrospec- 
tive legislation has been seriously mooted 
by influential organs of public opinion in 
Great Britain.—N. T. Sim.

who is an expert and careful rider, was 
on his way from Hagerstown to Balti- 
more. While passing through the Main 
street of Westminster he met Judge 
Maulsby's carriage, containing both him 
and his wife. Judge Maulsby, fearing 
that his horse would be frightened, called 
for Foster to halt and dismount from his 
machine. Foster refused, and told the 
judge to get down and hold his horse if 
he was afraid. Judge Maulsby had Fos- 
ter arrested, and he was tried before a 
magistrate on the charge of violating an 
ordinance forbidding the obstruction of 
the highway in any manner wltiuh pre- 
vents the free 
passages of vehicles. 


Foster was discharged upon the mayor 
and city council entering a plea of "not 
guilty." He then instituted a suit for 
damages against Judge Maulsby. 


At the trial last Friday, argument was 


then made on the "prayers" or proposi- 
tions of law, H. D. Harlan opening for 
the plaintiff, Mr. Gooten for the defen- 
dant, and the argument was closed by 
Mr. Hainan. 
Numerous technical points 


were raised by the counsel for the de- 
fence, and among others the fact that 
Foster never had been, legally speaking, 
under arrest, and consequently there was 
no sufficient basis for an action for mali- 
cious prosecution. 
The court after num- 


erous authorities had been quoted by 
counsel, decided that Foster never had 
been under arrest, since there was no 
warrant actually issued for his apprehen- 
sion. This virtually took the case from 
ni~•""•«»' &:~ ~a T ","rHi"r fyr defendant 
Plaintiffs counsel then took exceptions, 
aud Mr. Harlan states that the case will 
positively go to the Court of Appeals.

'-You 


will see that the case was never allowed 
to reach the jury. 
The matter has cost 


me about $200 up to the present, and I 
am determined to carry it to the end. 


The "prayers," which of course do not 


appear, were very clear on the point that- 
"provided the jury find from the evidence

The morning defalcation comes around 


in these days as regularly as the morning 
newspaper, and the morning newspaper, 
instead of one, often has, as yesterday, 
half a dozen defalcations. 
Day by day 


the record mounts, and it is already 
reaching figures like those of the defalca- 
tions which, in the five years ending in 
1878, reached $200,000,000 and $300,- 
000,000—no small share pf the loss of 
trade turning not on commercial risk, but 
on commercial theft. 
The tape, the 


ticker, and the special wire has spread 
the gambling board of Wall Street and 
the Produce Exchange on every business 
street in the land, and, where in 1873, 
and still more in 1857, the man who fell, 
smitten by speculative losses in stocks, 
were at the great centres, now they are 
everywhere, and men stagger and (all in 
some little quiet town, bled to death by a 
secret wound dealt in Wall street. 


The bold wickedness and the blank 


folly of this gambling with borrowed or 
stolen money, with the funds of a firm, 
trust estate or till stealings, no man 
knows better than the speculator. Neither 
malice, anger 
nor passion cloud the 


thinking of the man who does these 
things. 
He acts with his eyes open. His 


head is cool, and he takes a gambler's 
risks with a gambler's knowledge. There 
is no use in dealing in the moral side of 
the matter with him or his. 
But, as with 


most epidemic evil doing, it is not solely 
because men are worse than their fellows 
that they go wrong by droves and specu- 
late and steal in millions of dollars. 


Circumstances in every such case have 


made wrong doing easy, as they have 
now. 
The evil crop now reaping was 


sowed in the four or five years just ending, 
in which prices and quotations steadily 
rose as if there were no top to the market. 
The young men of thirty and thirty-five 
whoare furnishing the larger share of the 
defalcations of the day are men whose 
whole habit of business thought has been 
formed in the last eight or ten years, 
during most of which to make a profit it 
has only been necessary to buy and wait. 
Tbe grim lessons of earlier panics are 
lost on the men who were too young to 
feel their effect. 
Most men, all specula- 


tors, learn the real meaning of a falling 
market only as they lose by it, and the 
lesson has bean learned by thousands iu 
the last twelve months. Its story has 
been written in fraud, defalcation and 
ruin, whose lightest loss was the loss of 
money. 


There are other thousands who ought 


to wake up to the fact that we are on the 
down grade of a business cycle. 
What- 


ever the course of the market may be, up 
or down, until at some point in the next 
two, three, four or five years a great crash 
of credit comes, there is to be no such 
wide and general uplift as made profit 
dangerously easy in 1879,1880 and 1881. 
Advances in price there will be; indivi- 
dual securities will rise, particular rail- 
road properties will improve in value, 
but the "bull market" are gone not to 
return until the country has gone through 
another slough of falling prices, in which 
values sink as if there was no bottom. 
We are not in this predicting disaster 
and dull times as near at hand. A fair

HOW KID GLOVES ABE MADE. 


The hid gkrre is «timple iwt very im- 


portant articles of dress. Of the millions 
of persons who wear kid gloves, bow few 
ever gi»e the subject of their manufac- 
ture a passing thought. 
Spending an 


hour or two in tbe factory of Messrs. 
Perrin & I reres, we were not only inter- 
ested but 
i nstructed as we passed through 


tbe differ, nt rooms, viewing the many 
processes tbe skins were subjected to 
before bc< oming well shaped, beautiful 
coverings for the hands. 
The best skins 


generally <ome from Middle and South- 
eastern France. Fine seasons improve 
tbe qualiU of the skins greatly, as the 
animals arc kept in the open air. In wet 
weather U is necessary to keep tbe kids 
housed. 
'I he confinement, if lengthy, 


causes healing and produces fever spots 
on these skins. The animals of tho Tyrol 
mountains furnish good leather for men's 
wear. South America kids being more 
or less wild, their coats become scratched 
and torn by contact with bushes, briars, 
etc., and ure not desirable. 


The pelt, as taken from tbe animals, is 


dried; tbrn, through n scries of baths, 
the hair and grease are removed and the 
skin cleansed thoroughly. A most diffi- 
cult stage of the business is tanning and 
dyeing the leathers, BO much skill being 
requisite to obtain the desired shade and 
colors. 
1 li\s is accomplished with the 


best succi ss in France, as the French 
possess tliu art of leather dyeing to a 
degree not yet attained by other nations. 
In order afterwards to make the skin 
soft, full and flexible, it is bed with— 
actually absorbing quite a quantity of— 
a preparation of wheat flour and ege 
yolks 
Subsequently the parts around 


the neck nnd shoulders, whore the skin is 
thickest, nre t!.,ived with a sharp knife 
to render it uniform in thickness through- 
out. 


The leather fully prepared is carefully 


examined lor 
imperfections, 
perfect 


skins arc retained, imperfect ones arc 
laid aside. The cutting of material for 
kid gloves can only be done by hand, 
each piece being carefully measured in 
order to 
illow the proper stretcliinc 


space. 
Tlie stamping, which comprises 


cutting out the form of the glove, is 
done by machinery rapidly, as throe 
pairs are usually "stumped" at one time. 
From the i utter they pass to the embroi- 
derer, then uc to the senrer, then the but- 
ton hole m ikcr, afterward to tbe finisher, 
who binds the wrist, and finally to the 
person whose business it is to pair and 
press them The long mousquetnirc gloves 
generally consume tho entire skin of one 
kid.

COAL MISINO WITH LIME.—It is now 


asserted that the new method of mining 
coal by bre.iking it down by compressing 
lime has pasted beyond tho experimental 
stage, its utility having been fairly do 
inonstrated 
The operation consists in 


drilling shot holes in the roof of the coal, 
into which cartridges of specially pre- 
pared limestone nre 
introduced. By 


forcing wat'-r on to the limestone steam 
generated, nnd this, with the expansive 
force of the lime, completes tbe work of 
disintegration. The advantages claimed 
for this method of coal mining are that 
the ritk and dangers which inevitably 
accompany tlie use of gimporter or dyna- 
mite are abcliihed and that the coal is 
obtained in large masses, thus saving the 
waste inclined by blasting with explo- 
sives. Coal, when broken small, is de- 
teriorated in usefulness and price by

BOIEHTIFIO MIBOELLABY. 


Prof. Milne, tbe seismologist, declares 


it to be his increasing conviction that 
there are earthquakes of so slow period 
that neither observers nor ordinary instru- 
ments record them. He is urging upon 
the Japanese Government the importance 
of having a series of observatories for 
studying earthquakes und allied phe- 
nomena. 


Tbe accidental discovery has been made 


by a French surgeon that lowering the 
bead and raising tbe feet of patients who 
have been treated with chloroform will 
cause a speedy return of consciousness; 
and it is thought that an observance of 
that simple fact will greatly lessen the 
danger attending the use of anaesthetics. 


An English tramway has commenced 


running by electric accumulators—or 
"storage batteries"—a car capable of 
carrying forty-six passengers. 
The ac- 


cumulators—fifty cells of eighty pounds 
each—are placed under tbe seats of tbe 
car, and so arranged that any part of the 
current required may be used or the 
whole of it may be switched off. The car 
is provided with electric bells and four 
incandescent lamps, all operated by the 
current which drives the motor. 
A full 


charge of the accumulators runs the car, 
when heavily loaded, seven hours, equal 
to half a day of tramway service. 


Baron Nordenskjold considers that vast 


regions covered with perpetual ice are a 
physical impossibility on our globe south 
of the eighteenth degree of North lati- 
tude. 
His proposed exploration of the 


interior of Greenland is expected to give 
evidence confirming this view. 


In a recent lecture, Rev. W. H. Dai- 


linger, F. K. S , remarked that modern 
inquiry had shown that two microscopic 
organisms may have the same forms but 
totally unlike functions—the one being 
harmless and the other deadly. This ex- 
plains how it is that putrefactive germs 
may be everywhere present without al- 
ways causing disease. 


There are good reasons for doubting 


that tho Australian Eucalypti—or "fever 
trees"—exert any greater influence upon 
the healthfuluess of marshy tracts of 
country than do other trees. Rev. J. E. 
Woods, a Queensland botanist, refers to 
a certain mining district which is famous 
for fever and ague despite tbe fact that 
species of Eucalyptus abound in the lo- 
cality. 


As marine plants do not exist at depths 


of more than 830 feet, or thereabouts, M. 
A. Milne-Edwards concludes that the 
plant eating animals of the deep sea 
wastes must live upon food produced at 
the surface and gradually dropped into 
the depths bejond the region of plant 
growth. 


Piof. Bing, of Germany, asserts that 


chloride of lime lias given good results 
as an antidote to snake poison when in- 
troc'uced under the skin near the wound. 
In cases where the patients failed to re- 


r, the fatal effect of the poison was 


evidently retarded by the chloride of lime 
solution. 


Carefully recorded observations ex- 


ending over a period of twenty years 
have shown Dr. C. C. Abbott that the 
autumnal storing o( nuts by squirrels, the 
niilding of winter houses by rnuskrats, 
and other habits of these and other ani- 
mals, or the absence of such habits, have 
no relation to the mildness or severity of 
tlie n inter which follows. It thus appears 
that such creatuies are no more reliaule 


weather prophets than the human 


charlatans who claim to foresee storms 
months in advance, and another wide- 
spread aud deep rooted notion is proven 
to be groundless. 


Comparatively few plants were known 


to the ancients, progress in botany knowl- 
edge having made wonderful additions 
to the catalogue in recent years. 
Ac- 


cording to a German authority, Hippo- 
crates described 234 species, Theophras- 
tus followed with 500, and, as nearly as 
can be ascertained, Pliny knew 800. Even 
as recently as the date of Linnaeus' death 
—1778—only 7,294 had been described, 
although Toiirnefort had claimed 10,146 
Early in the present century DeCandolIe 
made 30,000 named species; and Lind- 
ley, in 1853, placed the number at 92,- 
920. At the present time nearly 150,000 
species are known, and it is quite possible 
that twice as many actually exist. 


Spectroscopic observations of comets 


have yielded results which, in Berthelot's 
opinion, indicate that the light of those 
bodies has an electric origin. 


Mr. A. A. Common, the English astron- 


omer, believes it to be possible to photo- 
graph stars not visible to the eye in the 
telescope with which the photographs are

Government this year is one of $300 to 
an entomologist, whose duty it will be to 
advise farmers as to the best means of de- 
stroying troublesome insects. 


Some French dandies make themselves 


as ridiculous by aping London manner- 
isms as our own imitation Englishman do.

Ittuttre says of them : "Why are the real 
swells (varis elegants) always in a hurry 1 
Tbe solution of this problem keeps me 
awake at night and when I see one of 
these brilliant dandies or 'dudes' (goro- 
meaux ou boredines) rush by like an ex- 
press train I am seized with irresistible 
curiosity to know where he is going.

Indolence will always 
seem more stylish than a busy air sug- 
gesting vulgar ideas of duty. And, again, 
why is it tbe proper thing to arch the 
arms in walking and to turn a cane upside 
down'

Then let the English tell us why. Tbe 
form of tbe boot is another puzzle—but 
perhaps we had better not ask too much 
at once." 


JUSCIXJUAHBOCB 


AN INTEKESTING QUEKY.—Does the 


increasing transfer of iron from tbe in- 
terior to the surface of the earth, asks 
Knowledge, exercise any sensible meteor- 
ological influence ? Is it in any marked 
way influential on electric currents, and 
thence does it affect magnetic storm*? 
This is a question which needs a little 
thought to answer safely. The develop- 
ment of railways, and the almost universal 
substitution of iron for wood wherever it 
is practicable to use that metal, must 
surel) exercise a decided influence of its 
own. 
Every year more and more of the 


iron formerly buried deep in the earth is 
spread upon its surface, and it is surely 
reasonable to assume that, electrically at 
least, some effect is produced ; how far 
we may venture, as some seem now to do, 
to translate this into a meteorological 
agency is a problem for science to deter- 
mine. 


Three of the largest cheeses yet made, 


says, the London Grocer's Gazette, arrived 
in the Clyde recently. One of them is 
2,400 pounds in weight, and the other 
tws 2,100 pounds each. They measure 
five feet in diameter by two feet two 
inches deep, the total circumference be- 
ing sixteen feet.

The report for the past year of the So 


:iety for the Preservation of the Irish 
anguage states that at the commencement 
of the present century, probably not more 
than 400 persons could read and write 
Irish, whereas this society alone had dis- 
posed of over 62,000 elementary Irish 
books.
